Among his impor- 
tant discoveries was the proof that 
insects are the essential agents in 
spreading certain diseases. 

Made Discoveries 

'The principle now used in the 
protective vaccination against such 
diseases as typhoid fever was dem- 
onstrated for the first time by Dr. 
Smith, as was. the first example 
bf^ experimental disease due to 
vitamin deficiency. His diseovei^es 
were very important and useful in 
controlling diphtheria, tuberculosis, 
and other diseases. 

Follpwing his professorship here, 
Dr. Smith was connected with the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. He 
later went to Harvard as profes- 
sor of zoolo^ and of comparative 
pathology. During his career he 
was also director of the Carnegie 
Institute and scientific director and 
later president of the Rockefeller 
Institute. 

Honored By Club 

The Smith-Reed Russell Society 
was named after Dr. Smith; Wal- 
ter Reed, whose heroic work in 
Panama led to the extermination of 
yellow fever; and General Fred- 
erick F. Russell, who applied the 
knowledge of the use of vaccines 
discovered by Dr. Smith in estab- 
lishing the value of typhoid vac- 
, cination. All three ox these men 
were formerly on the faculty of 
i the School of Medicine. 

The society is composed of stu- 
dents having a general average of 
86 or better in their work in the 
School of Medicine. The next meet- 
ing of the society, will be held 
sometlmp in the early part of Jan- 
uary.

Due to the continued illneei of 
Dean WillUrm Roedirer, his speech, 
to be delivered over Station WHAL 
at 7:80 Thursday eveninr, wiil be 
read by Dr. William J. Chmper.

Cooper’s speech on Federail aid 
last week were built around the 
bureaucracy of Federal control of 
educational aid.

Bis view is that 
certain parts of the country should 
be collected in the various re^onal 
divisions, much the same as the 
start of the Boulder Dam proj^. 
Be showed that in that project 
there was a consent granted by ^e 
group of states affected before any 
of the plans were completed. 

The surrender of the school to 
the bureau is too complete to be 
fairly representative of education 
as a system, according to Dr.
